As  seniors,  we  have  spent  nearly  four  years  in  the 
“Castle  on  the  Hill,”  one  of  the  most  unique  high  school 
buildings  in  the  United  States.  We  have  gained  an 
education  amid  paneled  walls  in  the  fortress-like  struc¬ 
ture.  What  we  have  lost  in  modern-day  convenience  we 
have  gained  in  an  inspiration  of  our  spirits.  Fairhaven 
High  School  was  donated  through  the  generosity  of 
Henry  Huttleston  Rogers  in  recognition  of  the  fine  ed¬ 
ucation  he  received  in  the  Fairhaven  Public  School 
system. 

Henry  Huttleston  Rogers  was  born  on  January  29, 
1840,  to  the  parents  of  Rowland  and  Mary  Elderidge 
Rogers.  Henry  was  a  member  of  the  original  class  of  the 
first  Fairhaven  High  School  (Fairhaven  Academy),  which 
was  opened  in  1852.  After  he  graduated  in  1856,  Henry 
entered  the  oil  industry,  where  he  became  an  immense¬ 
ly  rich  man  by  the  age  of  32.  In  1885,  Henry  provided 
Fairhaven  with  a  well-equipped  grade  school.  That  was 
the  first  of  a  long  series  of  public  benefactions  to 
Fairhaven,  all  bestowed  during  his  lifetime.  He  paved 
Fairhaven  streets,  gave  the  town  its  water  system,  a 
masonic  lodge  building,  a  grammar  school  (1885),  a 
public  library  (1893)  named  for  his  daughter  Millicent, 
the  Town  Hall  (1894),  the  Unitarian  Church  (1904),  and 
the  most  memorable  to  us,  a  high  school  building 
(1906). 

Fairhaven  High  School  is  a  beautiful  Elizabethan 
structure  that  is  located  on  the  northeast  corner  of 
Huttleston  Avenue  and  Main  Street.  This  boldly- 
designed  edifice  contains  67  rooms.  The  entrance  halls 
and  corridors  that  connect  them  are  tiled  with  blocks  of 
marble.  Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  marvels  of  F.H.S. 
is  Room  7  (107M).  This  is  the  largest  classroom  and 
occupies  the  entire  south  front  of  the  building  between 
the  entrance  halls.  It  traditionally  has  been  used  as  a 
senior  homeroom,  study  hall,  and,  what  many  students 
quickly  learn  —  the  aftersession  room.  This  great  room 
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has  a  ceiling  in  which  medallions  and  ovals  with  cherubs  are 
executed,  displaying  the  exquisite  beauty  of  the  Elizabethian 
Renaissance.  Large  drops  for  lights  have  cherubs  blowing 
trumpets  surrounding  the  bases.  Room  7  is  undeniably  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  and  interesting  rooms  in  F.H.S. 

Another  significant  beauty  of  the  school  is  the  multiple 
stained  glass  windows.  On  the  north  wall,  behind  each  stair¬ 
way,  is  a  limestone  mullioned  window  of  stained  glass.  Each 
window  has  20  panes,  and  each  pane  is  a  design  in  colors. 
The  designs  are  reproductions  of  the  seals  and  coats  of  arms 
of  the  13  Original  Colonies,  the  colonizing  countries,  and  the 
different  seals  adopted  by  Massachusetts. 

Not  only  is  the  inside  of  Fairhaven  High  School  unique  in 
structure,  but  the  outside  of  the  building  is  just  as  fascinating. 
It  is  surrounded  by  broad  lawns,  broken  by  granolithic  walks 
entirely  around  the  building  and  by  driveways.  The  materials 
used  to  build  the  remarkable  school  were  the  best  money 
could  buy.  The  basement  and  first  story  are  built  of  granite- 
ashlar,  quarried  from  the  Fort  Phoenix  ledge  in  Fairhaven. 
The  second  story  forms  limestone  trimmings  for  the  building, 
while  limestone  dormer  windows  and  brick  and  limestone 
gables  constitute  the  third  floor.  The  roof  is  covered  with 
green  slate,  and  the  flashings  are  of  copper.  There  is  a  turret 
in  the  center  of  the  main  building  35  feet  high,  which  contains 
an  illuminated  clock  in  copper.  This  elaborately  designed 
clock  tower  stands  high  on  top  of  the  school  and  looks  over 
all  of  Fairhaven  and  all  of  Henry  Huttleston  Rogers’  beautiful 
buildings. 

Today  Fairhaven  High  School  may  not  be  an  example  of 
the  most  up-to-date  school  but  remains  dear  to  the  hearts  of 
the  many  alumni  and  friends  who  have  generously  donated 
both  time  and  money  over  the  many  years  to  its  restoration 
and  maintenance.  The  appreciation  and  admiration  for  this 
old  edifice  is  tremendous.  The  Class  of  ’91  considers  it  a 
great  privilege  to  have  had  its  high  school  days  sheltered  by 
this  magnificent  structure.  Henry  Huttleston  Rogers’  silent 
beneficence  and  quiet  generosity  will  always  be  in  the  heart 
of  those  who  attended  Fairhaven  High  School.  He  has  left  a 
mark  on  education  that  will  inspire  us  to  “Carpe  Diem”  and 
‘‘Ad  Astra”  in  all  our  future  endeavors.
